Ohristian believers may be divided | 
into three classes: those who believe 
from the force of conviction, those 
who: believe from the force of tradi- 
tion, and those who believe from both 
eauses combined. 
It is net with these who do not 
think, reason, and decide for them- 
selves, that I have now to do, but 
with genuine believers, whose belief is 
the result of close and careful investi- 
gation ,inte: the evidences of Christi- 
anity ; and I wish to. draw the atten- 
tion ef these to Dr. Paley’s leading

Unless the Roman Catholic Chureh 
be the Church of Christ, - it most 
assuredly must have left the earth, 


and Protestants do not claim that it was 


restored from heaven, by revelation, 


as at first. That jthe Roman Catholic 


Chureh is not the Church of Christ, is 
demonstrated by the fact that she dis- 
claims immediate revelation ; that she 
denies the gifts and blessi that 
characterized the Christian urch; 
that she does not teach the same doc- 
trines, viz., baptism of adults for the 
remission of sins; the laying on of 
hands for the gifts of the Ghost, 
such as faith, discerning of spirits, 
prophecy, revelation, visions, healing; 
tongues, and the interpretation 
tongues, &.; that she has not even 
in name the same kind of officers that 
the Christian Church had, viz., Apos- 
tles, Prophets, Evangelists, Pastors, 
Teachers, &0., and that, in a word, she 
has only a form of gedliness while she 
denies the power thereef. | 

The very existence of Protestantism 
is an evidence that Protestants believe 
the Church of Christ must have de- 
else had the Mother Ohurch 
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power, she must have excommunicated 
the Protestant Church as heretics. So 
far as the Mother Church was inca- 
able ef excommunicating heretics, so 
r was she incapable of helding and 
conveying the power to others to teach 
the doctrines and administer the ordi- 
nances of the Church of Christ. Hence. 
men became self-elected, or men- 
appointed, teachers of a diversity of 
conflicting doctrinesf necessarily un- 
authorized of God, yet claiming to be

knew them no doubt equally-as: well as did Timothy, they knew not Christ 
nor his Gospel, when he came to them, but rejected’ and put him to death. 

The word was not mixed with faith in them, therefore they did not profit by 
the ‘‘ doctrine, reproof, correction, and instruction in righteousness” of the 
Scriptares, and were, as Jesus himself pronounces them, ‘‘ worthy of the 
damnation of hell,” although they had all the Soriptures in their possession 
which were then extant, perbaps a thousandfold more than are now contained 
within the lids of the Bible. The faith of the Jews then, like that of the 

Christians“ now, was founded upon the Scriptures, and not upon the Rock 
from whence emanates the power of salvation and of eternal life; that power 
and principle which sanctifietk the heart of man and cleanseth him from sin, 
making him the man of God, the record of whose acts and of the manifesta- 
tions of God's mercies unto him constitutes the Scriptures and gives them all 
the value that they man more > than the records of the. ordinary acts of unin- 
spired men. 

The obvious meaning of the passage quoted from the Revelations of St. 
John, is tlie book he had then written. ‘‘The book of this prophecy,” as he 
thare says, and not the Bible, as applied by the divines of the day. Indeed, 
were we to admit this application, the Apostle himself would stand condemned 


dy his own words, as he wrote bis account of the Gospel in Asia Minor, about 


a year after the Revelations were given on the Isle of Patmos. 


But let us look further into the subject of the limits of the Scriptures. God 


made the world and all things therein, and he ‘‘hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed and the bounds of their habitation: (Acts 17 ch. 

26 v.) It is therefore plain, that wherever there isa nation of men dwelling 
upon the face of the earth, they are there by God’s design, they have descended 
from the same origin, and are of the same blood, and as God is not a respecter 
of persons, but judgeth all men according to their works,—a righteous judge- 


ment,—one nation, their works and faith being eqial—would have as much 


claim upon the great maker and Father of them all that another would have— 


and on the other hand God in justice would be equally bound to acknowledge 


them ; but has this been the case? If we admit the religious belief of the 
40 christian” world, that the Bible contains all the necessary Revelations of God 
to man, we answer no! for it was not until comparatively a few years ago that 
the western hemisphere with its teeming millions of inhabitants, who for untold 
ages had remained in darkness, without God, or his Gospel, (aecording to the 
prevailing creeds,) were’ known by those nations who possessed the Bible. 
Whereas we read (Gen. 11. 8.) that soon after the flood, at the confusiongof 
language, the ‘‘ Lord scattered them abroad from thence upon the face of 
all the earth.” Surely the great western continent must have come in for its 
share of these ‘scattered people, who with their descendants for about three 
thousand years, according to the popular idea, were left to perish without God. 
This, of itself, would be enough to chill one’s blood with a sense of cruel in- 
8 but when we add to these the. ten lost tribes” of Israel, whom God 
away into the north country, concealing them from the knowledge of the 
rest of the world even unto this day, with their increasing millions of posterity, 
the injustice is ten-fold greater and the soul is filled with horror at the dread- 
fal thaught.
